HOW TO BUY 


Some advice on mortgages

For families seeking homes or 
wanting to refinance present 
mortgages to get money for 
other needs, this is a good year 
to get a mortgage. 

Interest rates are lower this 
year, and lenders are lending a 
larger proportion of the value 
of a home and for longer terms. 

But for an increasing number 
of present homeowners, meeting 
payments on the mortgages they 
already have is getting harder. 
The number of foreclosures has} 
climbed steadily in recent years, 
through boom years and reces- 
sions. 

At present rates of foreclosure, | 
over 90,000 U.S. families will lose; 
their homes this year. This is) 
still just a fraction of all home- 
owners. 

But the rate of climb is alarm- 
ing. 

The number of foreclosures 
has risen every year Since 1952 
and most recently has been 4.3 
per 1,000 mortgaged homes, com- 
pared to 1.3 in ’52. 

MANY FAMILIES today un- 
dertake mortgages up to the} 
limit of their capacity to meet 
the monthly payments. The 
frantic drive of some savings 
and loan associations for higher 
profits and rapid growth has 
encouraged this tendency. 

Some savings associations, es- 
pecially many in California and 
the Far West, offer unusually 
high interest rates to depositors 
—as much as 5 per cent cur- 
rently. 

Then they have to undertake 
increasingly risky mortgage in- 
vestments to support these high 
rates on deposits and often fool 
mortgage seekers by charging 
them hidden extra fees. 

Significantly, most of the fore- 
closures on FHA and VA mort- 
gages are on homes that cost 
under $15,000. The majority, an 
FHA survey found, had been 
bought either with no down or 
less than 5 per cent down. 

Families who buy homes with 
little or no down payment, and 
up to their full capacity to meet 
monthly payments, usually en- 
counter difficulties for four ma- 
jor reasons: 

e By far the leading reason is 
unexpected reduction in income 
because of unemployment or if 
reduction in the work week. 

e The second major reason for 
foreclosures is illness or death 
in the family. Here, too, the 
families had no reserve or fi- 
nancial safety margin. 

e The other leading reasons 
found in the FHA survey are un- 
expectedly high operating costs

higher costs, at least, can be ex- 
pected, 


Property taxes are increasing 
constantly all over the country, 
as new schools, sewage and wa- 
ter systems and highways are 
built. 


Similarly, new homeowners 
were found sometimes to under- 
estimate their prospective costs 
of maintenance and repairs. 


HERE ARE policies that can 
help you guard against the pos- 
Sible loss of a home and the 
money you already have put 
into it: 


eShop as carefully for the 
mortgage as for the house it- 
self, comparing not only the in- 
terest rate but the number of 
you may be charged. 
Points are a bonus some lenders, 
and especially some savings and 
loan associations and private 
mortgage brokers, may require. 

For example, a lender may ask 
that you pay an extra bonus of 
three “points,” or $3 for every 
$100 of mortgage. On a $15,000 
mortgage, this means you would 
be advanced only $14,550. Two 
points are the equivalent of an 
increase of one-fourth of 1 per 
cent in the mortgage rate. 


FHA and VA don’t allow the 
buyer to pay extra points for a 
mortgage. But a builder or seller 
may pay points to obtain a mort- 
gage for you. If so, you can as- 
sume that this cost has been in- 
cluded in the price of the house. 

Some lenders also charge 
higher closing costs, including a 
lender’s” or “origination” fee. 

e Stay within your capacity to! 
pay. The usual yardstick is that! 
your total monthly housing ex- 
pense, including mortgage pay- 
ment, property tax, insurance 
and maintenance, should not ex- 
ceed one-fourth of your after- 
tax income. 

In estimating your capacity to 
pay, avoid counting overtime 
pay. Also consider that a large 
family or one with unusual ex- 
penses such as illness, cannot 
carry aS much mortgage as a 
smaller family with the same 
income. 

e Build a cash reserve against 
possible unemployment or re- 
duction of income before you 
undertake costly installment 
purchases of additional equip- 
ment or further expansion of 
your house.

Chiseling on contract condi- 
tions and speed-up are rough, 
and the best way to tackle the 
problem is the way we have 
started.

Though some progress has 
been made in bargaining ses- 
sions between three striking un- 
ions and the hospital, Groulx 
said effective settlement will be 
blocked by a court case filed by 
the anti-union hospital—unless 
new directors are elected. 
LOCALIZED R-T-W FIGHT 

The court case may take over 
a year to settle, Groulx de- 
clared. 

He said the recall campaign 
is “strictly a localized right-to- 
work fight.” 


_ And he added that the hospi- 
tal’s administrator, backed by 
the elected directors, was mak- 
ing a crusade of his fight 
against the union shop asked by 
Hospital Workers 250, Stationary 
Engineers 39 and Hayward Culi- 
nary Workers 823. 

“The administrator (Robert C. 
Taylor) would rather win this 
fight than get the hospital back 
to work on a decent basis,” 
Groulx charged. 

The quickest remedy—and the 
fastest way to get a union shop 
—is to win the election to recall 
directors A. E. Alameda, S. G 
Scott, M. F. Silva and L. S. Whit- 
aker and to let voters choose 
four new directors, Groulx said. 

Director Eugene E. Enos is not 
named in the recall petitions 
currently being circulated, 
FAR-REACHING IMPACT 

The battle is crucial, Groulx 
emphasized, because it may 
shape labor’s image in Southern 
Alameda County where a large 
proportion of unionists live, and 
because future drives for public 
employee rights may be affect- 
ed. 

Groulx reviewed activities of 
the hospital’s “pink lady” vol- 
unteer workers, some of whom 
he said are now paid strike- 
breakers.

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Nagging unemployment, 
cancer behind big profits 


Profits, prices and productivity—the three ““Ps’’—are on the 
rise. 

This sounds good. But our economy is in for trouble if we 
don't do something. 

Unemployment was 51% per cent in October. This rounded 
out the sixth year it has been 5 per cent or more. 

And wages, the backbone of purchasing power, haven't kept 
up with any of the three ‘‘Ps’’—profits, prices or productivity. 

Without employed, well-paid workers to buy the goods pro- 
duced by American industry, the bubble will burst. 

The easy money now being shoveled into profits—instead 
of into wages and new jobs—will stop coming in. 


Let's look at some figures—statistics, that is. 


Profits hit an all-time record last year, and U.S. News and 
World Report estimates they'll be nearly $2 billion greater this 
year. 

Prices, which some people say have leveled off, have actually 
started another round of increases. There have been recent 
jumps in steel, aluminum, plate glass, paper, carpets and other 
goods. 

Productivity is the goose which laid the so-far golden egg. 
It’s rising faster than ever before. Spurred on by automation 
and other technological advances, output per man-hour has 
gone up 4.2 per cent per year since 1960. During the entire 
period since 1947, the average annual increase has been only 
2.7 per cent. 

How about wages? The purchasing power of the average 
worker's paycheck rose about 15 per cent between 1956 and 
1962. But productivity—output per man-hour—skyrocketed to 
20 per cent. Fringe benefits didn’t even come close to making 
up the difference. 

These figures aren't anbody’s pipe dreams. They're the re- 
sult of careful research by the U.S. Department of Labor. 

But our image of the United States as the blissful land of 
opportunity will be just a pipe dream if something isn't done— 
if the fruits of automation and rising productivity don’t reach 
the pockets of the unemployed and those struggling in border- 
line poverty due to low wages. 


; SURE <a 
Let's get ‘em movin’ again 

President Kennedy admitted last week he has all but given 
up hope for passage of meaningful civil rights and tax cut leg- 
islation this year. 

He said he expects action next year, before the election. But 
it is hard to see how an election will change the attitudes of the 
congressional obstructionists who have been holding up these 
key measures, as well as many others. 

At any rate, the President addressed the AFLCIO the next 
day. And he indicated that all his eggs are still in these two 
baskets. The key issue in civil rights is jobs, and any civil rights 
legislation will lose much of its effect if something isn’t done to 
end unemployment. The President is sticking to his tax cut bilk 
as the only major first aid remedy—the cure all—for the econ- 
omy, if it is ever applied. 

Meanwhile, the AFLCIO continues to urge additional meas- 
ures, including a shorter work week to spread available em- 
ployment, a higher minimum wage to put more of the fruits of 
automation and increased productivity into the hands of the 
spending public and more federal works projects to create jobs. 

When he was running for election, John F. Kennedy said, 
“Let’s get this country moving again.” 

It looks as if the labor movement has to get both President 
Kennedy and Congress moving again.
